• When they walk into the Nippert Stadium gates, all fans will receive a specially 
designed scratch-off ticket... every ticket will be a winner and prize redemption 
will be available from gates opening until 45 minutes after the game at Main Street 
Plaza

FCC Look to Snap Scoreless Streak 

• After scoring in eight consecutive matches from July 27 through Sept. 14, the Orange 
and Blue have not scored a goal in 269 minutes - the club's second-longest goal 
drought of the campaign... FCC went 528 minutes without scoring a goal from April 7 
through May 4 

• The Orange and Blue will have to score within the first 60 minutes of their next match 
to avoid having the two longest scorless streaks of the season... Orlando City SC went 
327 minutes without scoring from April 27 through May 15 

• FCC’s record stretch of consecutive matches with a goal scored ended at eight, when 
Allan Cruz scored in the first minute at Montreal on Sept. 14 

• The mark of eight straight matches with a goal eclipses the previous mark of four 
consecutive matches, which was reached on two separate four-match stretches 

• FCC opened the season with goals in their first four MLS regular-season matches 
from March 2 through March 24 

• The Orange and Blue equaled that mark when they tallied in four consecutive 
matches from June 29 through July 18 

Three Matches, Eight Days, Four Points 

• FCC concluded their third and final three matches in eight days stretch when they 
played at Montreal (Sept. 14), against Atlanta (Sept. 18) and against Chicago (Sept. 21) 

... Cincinnati posted a 1-1-1 record, their best mark for three matches in eight days in 
2019 

• The Orange and Blue went 0-3-0 when they played three matches against the New 
York Red Bulls (April 27), Philadelphia Union (May 1) and San Jose Earthquakes (May 4) 

• FC Cincinnati went 1-2-0 against the Chicago Fire (July 13), D.C. United (July 18) and the 
New England Revolution (July 21) 

McCabe Shines in Unexpected Start 

• Tommy McCabe was named FC Cincinnati's Heineken Star of the Match in the 
Orange and Blue's scoreless draw against Chicago on Sept. 21 

• The midfielder was originally not slated to be in the starting lineup, but after Caleb 
Stanko was unable to start because of illness, the rookie returned to the starting 
lineup for the first time since Sept. 7 

• McCabe led FCC in touches (71) and total passes (58) and added six clearances on 
the night. 

Orange and Blue Record Fourth Shutout 

• Przemyslaw Tyton made one save against the Chicago Fire to record his second 
MLS shutout 

• The Orange and Blue have earned four shutouts to date in their debut MLS season 

• Spencer Richey recorded back-to-back shutouts for FC Cincinnati against Portland 
on March 17 and at New England on March 24 


Home Losing Streak Comes to an End 

• FC Cincinnati snapped their season-high seven-match home losing streak by 
playing the Chicago Fire to a scoreless draw on Sept. 21 

• Prior to that match, the Orange and Blue's most recent home result was a 3-2 win 
over the Houston Dynamo on July 6 

• FCC now have identical 3-11-2 records at home and on the road this season 

SuperDraft Trio Starts Once More 

• FC Cincinnati SuperDraft selections Frankie Amaya, Rashawn Dally and Tommy Mc¬ 
Cabe all earned starts for the Orange and Blue against the Chicago Fire on Sept. 21 

• It was the second time the three first-year players started the same match - all 
three players started against Toronto FC on Sept. 7 

• FC Cincinnati are the only team to start three 2019 MLS SuperDraft selections in 
the same match this season 

FCC Remain Unbeaten against Chicago 

• FC Cincinnati ensured that they would go unbeaten against a second MLS opponent 
in their inaugural season when they played the Chicago Fire to a scoreless draw on 
Sept. 21 

• FCC also went unbeaten against the Montreal Impact - who they defeated twice - 
in the 2019 campaign 

• The Orange and Blue remain unbeaten in all-time matchups against Chicago with a 
1-0-2 record across all competitions 

Orange and Blue Have First MLS Scoreless Draw 

• FC Cincinnati played to a scoreless draw for the first time in their MLS history 
against Chicago on Sept. 21 

• The result is the fifth scoreless draw in the club's history, dating back to the 
inaugural 2016 USL season 

• FCC had a pair of scoreless draws in both 2016 and 2018 

Waston to Miss Match against Orlando City 

• Kendall Waston will be unavailable for selection in FC Cincinnati's match against 
Orlando City SC on Sunday 

• The center back received a yellow card against Chicago and will now serve a one- 
match suspension for yellow-card accumulation 

• The Costa Rican has missed a pair of matches this season because of separate 
one-match suspensions 

• Waston missed the match at Colorado on June 1 after receiving a one-game sus¬ 
pension for yellow-card accumulation 

• The center back was unavailable for selection against Atlanta United FC on Sept. 18 
after he received a pair of yellow cards at Montreal on Sept. 14 

Cruz, Ledesma Remain on Caution Watch 

• Allan Cruz and Emmanuel Ledesma remain one yellow card away from receiving a 
one-match suspension for yellow-card accumulation 

• A one-match suspension would be either player's first of the 2019 season 

• Kendall Waston and Leonardo Bertone are FC Cincinnati's only players to receive 
one-match suspensions for yellow-card accumulation this season 

Waston Misses Match against Atlanta 

• Kendall Waston was unavailable for selection in FC Cincinnati's match against 
Atlanta United FC on Sept. 18 

• The center back was sent off at Montreal after he received a second yellow card in 
the 88th minute 

• The Costa Rican also missed the Orange and Blue's match at Colorado on June 1 after 
receiving a one-game suspension for yellow-card accumulation 











Crazin' in the First Minute 

• Allan Cruz became the first player in MLS this season to record multiple first-minute 
goals when he scored 28 seconds into the match at the Montreal Impact 

• For his performance, Cruz was named to MLSsoccer.com's Team of the Week bench 
for Week 28 

• The goal is tied for the second-fastest goal scored in MLS this season, trailing the 
mark of 27 seconds set by Montreal's Anthony Jackson-Hamel at Minnesota on July 6 

• Cruz also tallied within the first minute when he scored 45 seconds into the match at 
Chicago on July 13 

• Of Cruz's six goals this season, four have come within the first 10 minutes of a match 

• The midfielder is now tied with Emmanuel Ledesma for the team lead with six goals 

Cruz in Context 

• Allan Cruz's pair of first-minute goals this season is a historic accomplishment... 

Cruz is just the second player in MLS history to have two goals within the first minute 
in a single MLS season 

• The other player to accomplish this feat was D.C United's Steve Rammel in the 
League's first-ever season in 1996... he tallied in 56 seconds against D.C. United on 
June 30,1996 and in 47 seconds against Columbus Crew SC on July 28,1996 

• Cruz is the first player in league history to score two first-minute goals and have at 
least one scored in an away match... both of Cruz's first-minute goals were scored 
on the road 

• Additionally, in the 5,853 league games played in MLS history, Cruz's goal against Mon¬ 
treal was just the seventh time a team had made a first-minute goal stand up as the 
only goal of a game... Cruz's goal matched the earliest ever scored in a 1-0 contest, 
joining Saer Sene's tally for the New England Revolution after 28 seconds in a win vs. 
the Portland Timbers on March 24,2012 

Tyton Records First MLS Win, Shutout 

• Przemyslaw Tyton made one save at Montreal on Sept. 14 to register his first-ever 
MLS win and shutout 

• Tyton has made 13 appearances for the Orange and Blue this season, including each of 
the last 10 matches 

• The Zamosc, Poland, native made four saves for FCC when he earned his first MLS 
point as a starting goalkeeper in the 2-2 draw at Columbus on Aug. 10. 

FCC Snap Winless Streak 

• FC Cincinnati ended their season-high nine-match winless run with their victory at

FCC Secure Win with 10 Men 

• The win at Montreal on Sept. 14 marked the first time the Orange and Blue have earned 
a win while playing a man down 

• FCC were forced to play the final minutes of the match with 10 men after Kendall 
Waston was sent off with a second yellow card in the 88th minute 

• Waston became the second FC Cincinnati player to receive a red card this season 

• Kekuta Manneh received FC Cincinnati's first-ever red card at FC Dallas on Aug. 31

• Gyau, 26, comes to FC Cincinnati after spending the entirety of his nine-year 
professional career in Germany with TSG Hoffenheim (2011-14), FC St. Pauli (2012-13), 
Borussia Dortmund (2014-16), SG Sonnenhof GroOaspach (2017-18) and MSV Duisburg 
(2018-19) 

• Prior to joining FCC, The Silver Spring, Md, native made a combined 172 appearances, 
including 118 starts, scored 21 goals and added 13 assists in nine professional seasons. 

• He has earned three caps with the United States Men's National Team dating back to 
2014

• He made a combined 137 appearances, including 77 starts, scored 21 goals and added 
nine assists in five professional seasons with New York Red Bulls and New York Red 
Bulls II 

FCC Extend Contracts of Damet, Stern

• The Mercy Health Training Center was designed by MSA Sport and is being built by 
Cincinnati office of Turner Construction 

• The 34,000 square foot, multilevel MHTC building will house the entire FC Cincinnati 
first team, as well as a separate wing for the Academy... additionally, there is a 
3,000 sq. ft. maintenance facility on the property 

West End Stadium to Come to Life After Zoning Approval 

• Construction on West End Stadium, FC Cincinnati's future home, has formally 
started construction after the Cincinnati City Council unanimously approved a key 
zoning change on Thursday, Feb. 21 

• The $250+ million, privately funded stadium will seat approximately 26,000 fans and 
is expected to remain on schedule and open on time for its March 2021 target 

• The formal groundbreaking ceremony - which MLS Commissioner Don Garber 
attended - was held on Dec. 19,2018 

• Among the design considerations are more than 50 suites (most in MLS not in 
an NFL stadium), 4,500+ premium seats among a variety of club spaces, and a 
safe-standing supporters section to hold more than 3,000 fans that will rise from 
field-level to the top of the stadium on one end 

New Training Digs Also Under Construction 

• In addition to West End Stadium, FCC are also constructing a $30+ million, 
state-of-the-art training facility in Milford, Ohio - about 15 miles from downtown 
Cincinnati 

• When completed this November, the Mercy Health Training Center will feature a 
34,000 square foot facility on 24 acres just off 1-275 

• It has full-size, lighted playing fields - two natural grass and one artificial turf - 
plus a separate, dedicated goalkeepers area 

• Inside, the Mercy Health Training Center will house the FCC first team and Acade¬ 
my, as well as the technical staff, soccer operations and communications staffs, 
as well as members of other FCC departments 

• It will also include a full-time dining facility, team lounge, auditorium and media 
work space, production studio, strength and conditioning gym, medical areas, 
equipment studio and storage, plus locker rooms, staff rooms and meeting spaces 
-as well as a barber shop 

• While the MHTC is under construction, FCC is currently training out of a cus¬ 
tom-built, 8,000 square foot facility on the property that includes the locker room, 
team lounge, equipment suite, medical suite and offices for the coaches and 
Milford-based staff 

Construction Costs Matter 

• Between construction and land acquisition for West End Stadium, construction 
for the Mercy Health Training Center and upgrades to Nippert Stadium, FCC have 
undertaken almost $450M in simultaneous construction projects this offseason 

• Add to that the club's $150M Expansion Fee and the club's ownership group has 
committed more than one-half billion dollars to the club in its first year of play
